Payments Under Act 


SACRAMENTO (UP)—The prob- 


‘lem of what to do with California’s 


constantly increasing unemployment 
reserve fund was partially solved 
today as a bill increasing benefit 
payments went to the governor for 
signature. 

The administration - sponsored 
measure increases minimum: jobless 
insurance payments from $7 to $10 
and the maximum from $15 to $18. 
Another provision increases the 
minimum earnings requirement for 
eligibility from $150 to $300 a year. 

The state’s reserve fund now to- 
tals more than $110.000,000 and in- 
come from payroll taxes continues 
to exceed demands for benefit pay- 
ments.

Cup Lake, which is located along 
the Sierra summit ridge at 9,000 
feet elevation near Echo Lake, west
